This  was  built  for  William  H.  Vose,  3th  Mayor  of  Fitchburg  and  a woolen  manufac- 
turer. After  this,  it  was  the  residence  of  George  F.  Vose,  son  of  William  H, 
Vose,  who  lived  here  until  his  death  in  186?.  He  was  treasurer  of  the  Fitchburg 
Woolen  Mill.  It  was  then  owned  by  George  Vose  Upton  who  was  secretary  of  Grant 
Yam  Go.  He  served  as  a councilman  from  Ward  3i  in  1893  and  1896.  Later  this 
was  the  residence  of  John  Parkhill  of  Parkhill  Mfg.  Go. 

This  is  an  excellent  example  of  a Mansard  style  residence  in  excellent  condition.

This  is  an  excellent  example  of  a late  18th  Century  house  in  excellent  condition. 

It  is  probably  the  oldest  house  on  this  street.  This  house  has  been  connected 
with  many  prominent  people  of  Fitchburg.  Its  original  owner,  Rev.  Samuel  Worcester, 
pastor  of  the  First  Parish  Church,  was  a man  of  great  abilities  who  became  a 
missionary  of  some  note.  Later  the  house  was  owned  by  Enoch  Caldwell  and  his  son 
Charles  H.  Caldwell.  In  I89O,  Rodney  Wallace  bought  the  house  (although  he  never 
lived  here).  George  P.  Grant,  Jr.,  treasurer  of  Grant's  Yarn  Go.,  lived  here 
between  1893  to  1898.  From  I9OO  until  I9O8  Arthur  Warner  Littlefield,  paster  of 
the  First  Parish  Church  lived  here.  From  I9O8  - 1910*  Hon.  M.  Fred  O'Connell,  a 
well  known  attorney  and  Mayor  of  Fitchburg,  lived  here. 

Rodney  Wallace  died  in  1903  and  title  went  to  Col.  George  R.  Wallace  who  in  I9IO 
sold  the  house  to  Walter  F.  Stiles.  Later  Walter's  son  Richard  owned  the  house.
